Fruitful of Much General Legisla­ 


tion Its Interest Is From the Stand­ 


point of Great Issues Fought Out. 


Many Appropriation Bills Are Still 


at Issue Between Two Houses. 


Washington, Aug. 12.— Congress is 
about to terminate a session that has 
now run over 250 days. 
Since the or­ 
ganization of the government there 
have been but seven continuous ses­ 
sions of greater length. 
Measured by 
the standard of new laws enacted 
this one has not been fruitful of much 
general 
legislation: 
its 
interest 
is 
from the standpoint of great issues 
fought out. 
Political activities have helped to 
prolong it and 
political 
differences 
between the house and senate, the 
one Democratic and the other con­ 
trolled by an independent element of 
the Republican party, have served to 
tie up appropriation bills and impede 
the progress of much general legisla­ 
tion.

have

fective Ju ly I still are at issue be­ 
tween the two houses. 
Minor legisla­ 
tion and imjH>rtant questions of gen­ 
eral interest are to be laid aside in 
an effort to bring about adjournment 
by next Saturday, or at the latest by 
the end of the following week.
